But three thousand girl stenograph- 
ers in Montreal have revolted. They 
have signed a. statement protesting 
against their portrayal. in’ moving-pic- 
tures as chewers.ef gum and wearers 
of “rats.” The protest was sent to the 
makers of moving-picture filiis. 

Let us hope it will have some effect 
and cause more truthful representa- 
tions of the faithful, hard-working, 
intelligent young woman who is sup- 
posed to take her employer's dicta- 
tion and transcribe it exactly, when 
in truth she shapes’ his grammar so 
it will stand the test of criticism, and 
‘puts courtesy into phrases that. were 
curt when uttered. 

The girl stenographer finds it ad- 
vantageous- to. look as attractive as 
possible; also to be as refined as pos- 
sible. There’s money in it. No matter 
how clever a woman may be, and 
how well able she-is to attend to her 
employer’s correspondence, he doesn’t 
want her to be supremely ugly, nor 
does he want her to be slouchy or 
coarse. He won’t pay a decent‘Salary 
to a good-looking girl who can’t do 
his work, but he will pay all he can 
afford to a good stenographer who is 
also good to look af.

Will Be Rare Library. 


When 8t.  Atigustine’s Roman 
Catholic Seminary on the Kingston 
road, near Toronto, is opened in.

Border Waters Analyzed.

There will be a Hutte Of excitement | 
in other than !Anglo-Catiadian circles 
when it becomes generally known that 
Quebec House, Westerham, is to be 
sold, for this gabled Tudor house: has» 
come, in the course of the Jast. decade 
or 80, to be a centre of Wolfe tradi- , 
tions and associations, ari thousatids 
of admirers of the hero of. Quebec 
annually find their way thither from 
all parts of the ‘Empire. The build- 
ing, says Mr. Gibson Thompson, in 
his ‘‘Wolfland,” ‘‘has its page in his- 
itory and its undying claim on the af- 
fection. of Englishmen and of their’ 
kinsmén across the Atlantic.” 
£ It was in this house that the Wolfe, 
family lived from 1725, when Col. Ed- 
ward Wolfe, the hero's father, took 
possession of “Spiers,’’ as it was then 
called. But it had a long history be- 
fore that, the oldest part dating from 
1507. ! 

Some years ago, when it was restor- ° 
ed, a great, overmantel, carved with 
the arms of Henry VII., with lions, 
fleur de lis, and greyhound, was found 
at the back of the panelling in the 
dining room,’ That would only 
some fifteen years after the discovery 
of the New World by Columbus. 

But Quebec House, in the course of 
its four centuries ‘of existence, has

been added to from time to time, and 
is full of odd, unexpected little nooks 
and secret closets and cupboards. The 
adjoining stables were erected by the 
elder Wolfe, in 1750. The Edenbridge 
road, just opposite the house, is due 
to Col. Wolfe's skill and labors as a 
road builder. 

The gabled mansion has, besides, 
been immortalized by Thackeray in 
“The Virginians.” The great novelist 
has drawn Col. Lambert and Harry 
Warrington riding into Westerham iu

(3) For the one who cannot pay 
any cash, and is homeless, payments 
will be extended over any period not 
exceeding ten years from the date of 
purchase, op small monthly payments. 

(4) Interest at the beginning will 
be 4 per cent. 

I will have fifty houses under way 
this week. A dozen or more are neéar- 
ing completién now. 

I will ‘be in my rooms, upstairs in 
The Standard Building from 8 to 10 
o'clock every night to talk over mat- 
ters with prospective buyers.

Studying Eastern Slope Forests 

The. Fore :ivy Branch of thé Depart- 
ment.ofthe Interjor is, this summer, 
continuing th study of the forest con- 
ditions of the eastern slope of the 
Rocky Mountains, which was: begun 
a-couple of. seasons ago by’ Mr. T. W. 
Dwight, M.F.. : 

The result. of Mr..Dwight’s invest!- 
gation has lately been published in 
ftamphlet form by the-Branch as their 
bulletin No. %°, entitled “Forest Con- 
ditions in the Rocky’ Mountains For-: 
est Reserve.” The forest reserve 
mentioned, it will be remembered, 
comprises the entire eastern slope of 
the Rocky Mountains, from the inter- 
-attonal bounlaryv to a point farther 
north than- the latitude of Edmonton. 
The study tak2s in only the southern 
part of the reserve 

In the bulletin referred to, Mr. 
Dwight describes the trecs of the reg- 
fo. and discusse: the effect on them| 
of altitude, aspect and other ccadi- 
tions. He also >oe-> into the effect of 
fires, Jumbering-an’ other ‘factors on 
the forest and its growth. Methods 
of lumbering are also discussed,. with 
the idea always in mind of renewing 
the forest and getting a second crop 
of timber. . Wethods followed on the 
United States ‘National Forests’ in 
Montana are described in this connect, 
ion, an? the bulletin concludes with a 
number of tables of a technical na- 
ture, showing, among other - details, 
the yield to be ‘expected from forests 
of the various types. A number of: 
half tone cuts are.used to fllustrate 
the bulletin.

40 a week, took in addition about 
85 a week from the box in which the 
tips were placed. The ordinary wait- 
ers, however, who were pald $2.50°-a 
week only received another $2.50 as 
their share of the tips. 

In.some hotels and restaurants the 
rule is far the head waitcr to take 
two shares to every. one of the ordin- 
ary walters from) the pool, and this 
accounts for the disproportion of the 
share-out, It is. mated that in the 
busiest time a waiter’s share of the 
tips in a good “class hotel , would 
amount to about $15 per week, out of 
which he ‘has té pay the proprietor 
certain commission for the job, recetv- 
ing of course, 16 wages, 

In.New York hotel tipping: has 
reached an extraordinary scale. A 
short time ago ah action was taken 
against a certain hotel by a man who 
declared that an attempt was being 
made to break what he termed his 
hat and coat checking contract. Hvi- 
dence showed that he paid no less than 
$1500 a year to the management for 
the privilege of taking care of the 
cloak-room and that another man was 
trying to acquire the privilege by of- 
fering $2000. It also transpired that 
the worth of the job was about $5,000 
a year.in tips. In larger New York 
hotels an even greater price is charg- 
ed for a cloak-room contract, in one 
case it being as much as $4500.
